A majority of Upland voters Tues- 
day supported bringing public 
paramedic service to the city, but it 
wasn’t enough as Measure B fell 
short of the two-thirds approval 
needed. 

With final but unofficial results 
tallied, the measure received 3,609 
votes in favor of the paramedic 
program and 2,399 votes against. 
Slightly more than 60 percent of the 
voters backed the measure, and a 
switch of 397 votes from ‘‘no’’ to 
‘“‘yes’’ would have meant passage. 


Canestro elected to council 


McCarthy wins may

Upland voters turned out in 
greater force than any other West 
End. city Tuesday to elect John 
McCarthy for their mayor and Al 
Canestro as a new city councilman. 

With a turnout of 31.6 percent 
citywide, Walter Reardon was 
elected by an overwhelming margin 
as city treasurer, and an advisory 
vote to state officials to raise the 
city share of the sales tax from 1 to2 
cents per dollar passed with equal 
ease. 

A second ballot measure 
providing for a city-operated 
paramedic service failed. Although 
nearly 60 percent of the voters 
supported the measure, a 2/3 
majority was needed to enact the 
proposed service. 

City Clerk Dee Carpenter ran 
unopposed and was re-elected. 

Results of the municipal election 
were recorded by 10:05 p.m. at 
Upland City Hall. Although 
McCarthy had a comfortable lead 
throughout the evening .over 
opponents William “Doyle” 
Alexander and Bill Bottin, the race 
for an open seat.on the city council 
remained in question until the last 
precinct was counted. 

At one point, with only three of the 
25 precincts unreported, the three 
council candidates were all within 
two percentage points of each other. 
When final votes were tallied, 
Canestro led Greg Annigian by 153 
votes. A.C. ‘‘Chuck’’ Lawrence 
placed a close third, only 16 votes 
behind Annigian. 

Although no incumbents ran in 
either race. McCarthy and Bottin 
had served a combined total of 14 
years on the city council, and 
€anestro had been a planning 
commissioner for 13 years. 

Alexander, Annigian and 
Lawrence had not been elected to 
public office previously. 

Alexander was defeated despite 
spending more than twice as much 
as his fellow candidates. He 
collected nearly $23,000 for his 
campaign. as compared to 
McCarthy. who raised the second 
highest amount of funds at $7 528. 


A citizens’ group, Paramedics 
Upland Fire Fighters (PUFF), 
began its drive to bring the 
paramedic service to fire depart- 
ment in 1978. 


Rene Biane, chairman of PUFF, 
said Tuesday’ night the group will 
“definitely” stay together for the 
time being. 


Asked about the organization’s 
plans now, Biane replied, ‘“That’s a 
good question. I really don’t know,” 
adding comments on future plans 
would be premature.

Although voter turnout was higher 
than for any other city in the West 
End, it fell well below the 38.2 
percent of the previous municipal 
election in 1976. 

The mood was jubilant for 
McCarthy supporters following the 
final tally. Crowding into a banquet 
room at a local restaurant, they 
toasted the city’s new mayor with 
cheers and accolades. 

“This is the first time I’ve been 
able to relax in weeks,’’ McCarthy 
told the crowd of more than 200. He 
credited the easy victory to his past 
record and honesty in both service 
and his campaign. 

McCarthy won 56.6 percent of the 
vote, with his closest competitor 
being Alexander with 28.6 percent. 
Bottin received 14.7 percent of the 
votes. 

Alexander and his supporters 
were gathered next door to 
McCarthy, in a room festooned with 
balloons and banners. After praising 
his workers for their dedication, 
saying ‘‘Nobody expected last 
September that we had a chance, 
but we gave them a heck of a 
seare,"’ he left the subdued group to 
congratulate the victor.

City residents voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of ballot 
measure A, advising the governor to 
increase local revenues from the 
sales tax. 

Of those voting, 89.9 percent chose 
to support the measure. 

New city officials will take office 
next Tuesday. The posts of mayor 
and city treasurer were vacated by 
the voluntary retirement of George 
Gibson and Robert Thrall. The first 
city council meeting with the new 
staff will be April 21.

New computer speeds tabulation of ballots

Candidates who spent uncounted _ 


hours on the campaign trail might 
have been surprised to find how 
quickly results of their work were 
tabulated in Tuesday's local 
elections. 

Gone were hours of nail biting 
and fidgiting until well after 
midnight; the results of six local 
elections were tabulated at the rate 
of 1,000 votes per minute. 

Winners and losers had modern 
technology to thank for the rapidity 
with wtich votes were counted. At 
Upland City Hall a $50,000 computer 
tallied votes cast in the cities of 
Rancho Cucamonga, Upland, 
Claremont, Fontana and La Verne. 
A similar computer produced the 
results in Ontario. 

The speed at which results were 


read broke much of the tension 
running through both city halls. 
Anxious candidates and others 
interested in the outcomes found it 
hard to keep up with election 
updates. 

Before ballots entered the 
computer, however, they went 
through a highly structured process. 
Ballots were taken to the city halls 
by precinct inspectors, unpacked, 
logged and separated from other 
election materials. 

Ballot cards passed through six 
‘‘boards’’ to guard against 
tampering and ensure cards against 
damage. ‘i 

The process appearea 
complicated but took less than five 
minutes to complete. By 8:30 p.m. 
ballot boxes began arriving with 
regularity and volunteers worked 
steadily to keep up with the 


computer. 

Upland City Clerk Dee Carpenter 
said the decision to place five city 
elections on the computer was made 
in the interest of cost savings and 
efficiency. 

The computer was rented for 
$1,500 from Diamond International 
Corp., which provides a computer 
program to 60 percent of the state's 
counties. An extra charge was 
added for each additional city 
programmed and cities were 
assessed by their number of 
precincts. 

“It would take hours at the polling 
places and after a 13-hour day there 
was a lot of room for inaccuracies.”’ 

Speed wasn’t the only advantage 
to a computer system, Carpenter 
added. 

‘Before we had paper ballots that 


had to be hand counted,’’ she said. 


Election officials in Upland 


experienced a scare two years“ago~ 


when a different computer failed in 
mid-count. Results of that election 
weren't known until midnight after 
ballots were taken to another 
computer in Upland. Last night's 
count, however, was completed 
without complications. 


Diamond sales representative 
Patrick Holm said an entire 
precinct could be read by the 
computer in less than 30. seconds. 
Because of low voter turnouts, 
results from many precincts were 
read in even less time. 


“The only thing that takes time is 
for the precinct inspectors to bring 
the ballots to us.” he said. 


conditions at CIM ‘disgusting

Members of the criminal law section of the State Bar 
found conditions at the California Institution for Men at 
Chino ‘‘disgusting and revolting” during an inspection 
tour of the penal facility last summer. 

Anthony Murray, a Long Beach attorney, Tuesday 
quoted from the report that was issued after the 
inspection tour last July 12. 

The report is under study by the Bar’s board of 
governors, according to a spokeswoman for the Bar’s 
criminal law section in San Francisco. The board will 
make a statement later, she added. 

CIM was one of five prisons in the state system that 
was declared “unfit for human habitation” and may 
produce prison violence similar to the 1971 Attica riots, 
the report says. The others are San Quentin, Soledad, 
Folsom and Vacaville. 

Murray said it was ‘‘extremely hot’’ at the time of the 
CIM tour and the Security Housing Unit (SHU) was 
without ventilation. 

The heat was oppressive, he said, and “becomes worse 
as you go to upper levels.” There are at least three tiers 
in the SHU, he added. 

The lighting is ‘grossly inadequate,” according to the 
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report, consisting of one naked light bulb in each cell, 
recessed in a vertical wall. 

“You can’t turn it (the light bulb) on or off,’’ Murray 
explained, ‘‘and in the daytime it adds to the heat in the 
place and at night it is inadequate for reading. 

“We found the ventilation and lighting in clear 
violation of the American Correctional Association, 
which sets minimum standards for physical conditions in 
prisons.” 

The Long Beach attorney said the investigators 
frequently received inaccurate information from 
administrators about outside exercises allowed the 
prisoners. 

The investigators were assured, he said, that each 
prisoner was allowed outside exercise every day. 

While visiting the prisoners, the investigators found 
that in one wing of the SHU the prisoners said they never 
got outside exercises but were only allowed to walk up 
an aisle outside their cells, Murray noted. 

When confronted, the administrator — whom Murray 
said he preferred not to identify — admitted that in that 
wing the prisoners were only allowed to exercise outside 
their cells, according to Murray. 

When the administrator was asked if the rest of the 
prisoners were allowed daily outside exercise, he 
assured the visitors they were, the lawyer said.

“Then we went to other wings of the SHU unit,” 
Murray noted, ‘‘and prisoners there told us in the 
presence of the administrator that they were allowed 
outside exercise a maximum of only once every eight 
days — never any more frequently. 

“When the administrator heard this, he said the 
prisoner was lying...The prisoner heard what the 
administrator said and he produced from his cell a 
mimeographed exercise schedule published by the 
prison. It covered the current time period and showed 
each prisoner got exercise only every eight days. 

“The administrator then admitted that the prisoner 
was telling the truth.” 

In inspecting the ‘‘main line” —- place where. the 
general prison population is housed — investigators 
found the barracks were badly overcrowded. This is not a 
lockup unit, Murray said, but where the general prison 
population stays. 

“There’s no privacy whatever,’’ he said. “They have 
beds everywhere — in storerooms, hallways and even in 
classrooms. 

The toilet facilities are grossly inadequate. In one 
latrine, for instance, we saw six or seven toilets and all 
but two were wired shut — permanently out of order.” 

Murray explained, as an aside, that throughout the 
prison system, euphemistic names are provided to some 
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units. Following that pattern, he said, they call these 


-wnits at CIM the Birch, the Sycamore and the Cypress, 


making them sound like summer camps. 

He said investigators visited the medical facilities and 
found ‘‘the hospital cannot meet the state licensing 
requirements.” 

‘“A dentist told us that the dental equipment, was so 
antiquated it should have been junked 20 years ago,” he 
said. ° ; 

“He told us they couldn’t do bridgework or capwork at 
all. There were no air drills, no suction equipment, no 
pulp tester and no X-ray equipment. In addition, he said 
there was a serious need for other equipment necessary 
to do other dental work. . : 

“All of these deficiencies are in violation of, the. 
American Correctional Association standards.” 

Murray said that ‘throughout the system we criticized 
the low pay given prisoners.” sane 


‘At Chino,” he added, ‘‘those who have jobs ‘at all 
make an average of about 25 cents an hour. These jobs 
are menial and trivial work — they don’t have any 
saleability outside.” 

This situation is better at CIM than the average of 
about 6 cents an hour paid throughout the system, he 
noted.

Tom Wickum, a captain at the 
Rancho Cucamonga sheriff’s substa- 
tion, said his reaction to the propos- 
ed law was ‘“‘mixed.” 

“I know of cases where the name 
and address of a victim of an acci- 
dent or crime is published and he 
goes to the hospital and his house is 
burglarized because people who see 
the story know he isn’t home,”’ said 
Wickum. 

“But most responsible reporters 
will just print names and not 
specific addresses. They will also 
use discretion in printing the names 
of victims in embarrassing crimes, 
such as rape.” | 

Department policy is to provide 
names, ages and addresses of all 
persons involved in crimes, unless a 
suspect is a juvenile, said Wickum. 
“Tf the crime is a rape, or the victim 
tells us he doesn’t want his name us- 
ed, we ask the reporter not to use 
it.” 

Requiring police to ask victims 
and witnesses if they want ‘heir 
names released would be ‘‘just one 
more bureaucratic thing’? lumped 
on the police, Wickum added. 

“T don’t think it’s our responsibili- 
ty to act as an agent of the press,” 
he said. 

Upland Police Chief Coy Estes 
said he does not know of any cases 


locally where publication of a name 
or address has led to harassment. 

“T’ve heard of instances where 
someone has driven by the house of 
a victim or made a phone call, but 
overall in the local area the press 
has been very responsible.”’ 


If the bill becomes law, the daily 
bulletin which lists each crime and 
the persons involved would have to 
be modified, said Estes. “But we 
don’t show the log to anyone who 
just walks in off the street anyway,” 
he said. 


About ‘‘95 percent of the time,” 
the police and the press have been 
able to work together in regard to 
releasing information about victims 
and witnesses, said Ontario Police 
Chief Lee Kolbrek. 


“One of the most common re- 
quests is from the family of a 
suicide victim asking that the name 
not be released,” said Kolbrek. 
‘Generally that’s left up to the dis- 
cretion of the newspaper.’’ 


Kapiloff’s bill raises a ‘‘tough 
question,’ pitting the safety of an 
individual versus the public’s right 
to know, said Richard Peraza, presi- 
dent of the Press Club of Southern 
California. 


“On the une hand, if the names of 
witnesses and victims are released, 
there is a possibility of retaliation. 
On the other hand, if they’re 
withheld, there is a certainty that 
First Amendment rights will be 
violated,’ said Peraza.

Two competing charitable agencies, The Associated 
Ingroup Donors (AID) of San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Imperial Counties, and the United Ways of the Inland 
Empire have joined forces. 

A pact was signed Wednesday at the Arrowhead United 
Way headquarters in San Bernardino. 

The merger ends six years of antagonism as AID 
sought to raise funds for health agencies and the United 
Ways were securing pledges for health and service agen- 
cies. 

Signing the pact were Mary H. Curtin, president of the 
Inland Empire Division of AID and executive secretary- 
treasurer of the Central Labor Council, ALF-CIO of San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties, and Donald C. 
Kleckner, president of the steering committee, United 
Way of San Bernardino County. 

With the signing, AID will officially cease business on 
April 30 and its accounts will be taken over by a steering 
committee of the United Ways. 

The steering committee, to be called United Way-AID, 
will run campaigns with accounts now served by AID and 
will distribute funds to United Ways and other par- 
ticipating agencies. 

The United Ways will hire a labor liason staff member 
and the salary will be paid by the West End and 
Arrowhead United Ways. 

A joint campaign with the appropriate United Way- 
AID accounts in the three-county area will be held in the 
fall. Included with the United Ways and AID agencies 
will be other United Way partners such as the American 
Cancer Society and City of Hope. 

In the agreement, the United Way bylaws will be 
amended to accept all board members into appropriate 
United Way boards and to elect all those who accept. 


Also, action will be required to establish an immediate 
goal to ensure greater representation from organized 
labor on the boards of the United Ways involved. 

AID started 21 years ago as a branch of the United Way 
of Los Angeles County. AID was considered necessary 
because there were 39 different United Ways in the coun- 
ty and major employers refused to deal with them ona 
one-by-one basis. In 1953, AID broke away from the 
United Way and became a competing organization. 

In time, the United Ways of Los Angeles combined one 
organization for fund raising, But AID and the United 
Way had different viewpoints. AID gave the contributors 
a wider choice in the distribution of contributions, while 
the United Way stressed community needs. 

In 1974, the two groups’ disagreements came to the 
surface when AID announced it was launching a drive to 
take over donor accounts served by the Inland Empire 
United Ways. AID also demanded renewal of contracts, 
stating the United Ways would not encroach on AID ac- 
counts. 


The United Ways were adamant, and some refused to 
renew agreements. It has taken years to bring the two 
agencies together in their basic objective of serving 
those in need. 

“By working together, I believe we can demonstrate 
that we share common concerns for the needs of the 
community,’ Curtin said upon signing the pact. 
Kleckner said ‘‘this (joining together) is a positive move 
which will unify our communities in a stronger bond and 
strengthen our efforts to continue a strong voluntary sec- 
tor.” 

Nine of the 11 United Ways have agreed to the pact. 
Corona-Norco and Mojave Valley (Barstow) United 
Ways, all small groups, have not signed. Imperial County 
does not have a United Way.

Out of a Claremont basement comes educational light 
for blind students. 

The basement room in McAlister Center is the studio 
for the Pomona Valley Unit, Recording for the Blind 
Inc. Diligentily every day and two nights a week, 
volunteers read text books and monitor the readers. 

There is a continuous need for volunteers who can read 

mathematics, Gisela O’Loughlin, studio director said. 

“We need professionals in the fields of medicine, 
education and business,’’ she said, ‘‘as it takes such a 
person to be able to properly read — or to monitor.” 

The director said the RFB board is grateful to 
engineers from General Dynamics, and physicians from 
Kaiser Hospital who have ‘‘generously given of their

Chope said he started reading for a Recording for the 
Blind unit in Detroit, Mich., near his home in June 1971. 
He volunteered his services to the Pomona Valley Unit in 
January 1972. 

“T find volunteering for the Recording for the Blind a 
rewarding thing,’’ Chope said. ‘‘When we leave Palm 
Desert and head for home, Mrs. and I stop in 
Phoenix and I read for a unit there. I also volunteer for 
the Coral Gables unit in Florida when we visit there.” 

Chope said due to his education and business 
background, he is adept at reading books on engineering, 
political science and architecture. ‘‘The most unusual 
book I ever read was ‘‘Pictorial Anatomy of a Fetal Pig,’ 
and one book I never did read to the end was ‘Queen Vie- 
toria’s Biography,’ but I know how that ends,” Chope 
said. . 

Mrs. O’Loughlin said one of the most difficult books 
read was on bridge building for a professional blind 
engineer in Puerto Rico. ‘‘An engineer from General 
Dynamics volunteered four hours a week to read the 
1,200-page text book and it took a year to complete.” 

The studio director said not everyone can be a reader 
for many reasons. ‘‘But one should not be disturbed by 
this as it is equally impertant to be a monitor,” she said. 

“Readers must take a voice test,” Mrs. O’Loughlin 
said. “It is wise to first read out loud at home to see if 
what you are reading is making sense. It is hard to con- 
vey the meaning of technical books.”’ F 

Rose Kelber of Ontario, who has been an RFB reader 
for 23 years and is a past board president, said currently 
there are 24 blind students having books taped for them. 
They are studying at the University of California, Fuller- 
ton, Cal Poly Pomona, University of California, River- 
side, and Chaffey College. 

“At this particular time, there are many blind students 
because at the time of their birth, premature babies 
were given too much oxygen,”’ Mrs. Kelber said, ‘‘and 
they became blind when about 2 or 3 years old. This 
happened ali over the country until it was discovered 
what was happening. We also have visually handicapped 
students who were born blind because their mothers had 
measles during pregnancy.” 

Mrs. Kelber considers her 23 years of) reading and 
working for the RFB as ‘‘the most exciting experience of 
my volunteer life.”’ 

Though tapes are made mainly for college students and 
professionals (insurance dealers, radio technicians, 
television repairmen, teachers, college proféssors and 
many psychologists, more and more tapes are being done 
for blind high school students. 

The master tape is duplicated for the student, then sent

“We don’t tape for visually handicapped elementary 
students,”” Mrs. Kelber said, ‘‘as it is best for them to 
learn braille, a skill they will need all their lives.” 

The Pomona Valley Unit of RFB started 23 years ago 
on the La Verne College campus. It was 19 years ago 
when the unit moved to the basement studio in the 
McAlister Center, Claremont.

Tax audit fears used to spur honesty

As you work on your 1979 
federal income tax return, 
your palms are getting 
sweaty because of fear that 
some of those kinky deduc- 
tions you're taking are go- 
ing to trigger an audit. 

Visions dance through 
your mind of a power - craz- 
ed Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice agent pouncing on your 
return, ripping it apart, dis- 
allowing dozens of deduc- 
tions, assessing you 
thousands of dollars you 
don’t have in back taxes. 

Everyone has his own 
worst - case nightmare of 
what the IRS might do. And 
it’s no accident. 

The IRS deliberately uses 
fear of an audit to compel 
the 93 million Americans 
who will file returns this 
year to stay honest, explain- 
ed one former IRS auditor. 

Americans complain 
about their high taxes but 
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they tend to pay them with 
less coercion and deception 
than most countries — and 
largely because of the fear 
ef that almighty audit, he 
explained. 

The résult is that the 
United States spends very 
little to get its taxes while 
in some countries, where 
tax evasion is the national 
sport, governments have to 
shell out a lot more money 
to force compliance by hir- 
ing more tax collectors. 

In the United States, its 
former employees note, the 
IRS counts on someone un- 
dergoing an audit to com- 
plain about it to his or her 
fellow workers so that word 
will spread and those on the 
verge of cutting corners on 
their returns are scared 
into staying honest. 

What triggers an audit? 
The IRS regularly sampies 
thousands of returns and by 
analyzing and comparing 
them, sets up normal 
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deductions for many classes 
of taxpayers. 

The return could be 
perfectly legitimate, but if 
one or more deductions 
vary from the established 
pattern for thé wage 
bracket, the taxpayer can 
quickly be called for an 
audit. 

The IRS also does some 
random audits, but they 
tend to be rare. In fact, all 
audits are getting rarer and 
rarer. About 15 years ago 
the number of returns 
audited came to about 5 per- 
cent. The current number 
that will be audited is less 
than half that 5 percent 
rate. 

The bottom line is that 
there are 93 million returns 
flowing into the IRS this 
year, but only some 19,000 
IRS personnel charged with 
examining them. 

While these figures are 
made public, how the IRS 
conducts audits has been a 
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secret procedure until now. 

One former IRS auditor, 
who spent several years ex- 
amining returns, recently 
shared with this reporter 
the methods he and other 
auditors used. 

But he asked that his 
name be withheld for a 
variety of reasons. 
Although he said he never 
heard of any policy of 
deliberately auditing 
former auditors who go 
public with IRS secrets, he 
said he didn’t want to risk 
finding out the hard way 
that the agency might just 
do that. 

Remember that fear fac- 
tor? Even IRS agents are 
not immune. 

The former auditor 
described the process from 
the beginning: 

“You get a letter which 
asks you to come in and be 
prepared to document one 
or more deductions that are 
under question. If you can’t 
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take the time requested, 
feel free to ask for a 
different date. 

“Once you get there, if 
you feel your auditor is 
hostile to you, you have the 
right to ask for a different 
one. Some auditors are hard 
- nosed and power - crazy, 
determined to wring what 
they can from the taxpayer. 

“Tt gives them a sense of 
power to bé able to Summon 
a taxpayer. 

“There are not a lot of 
them, but they are there. I 
wouldn’t want to be audited 
by some of these people. 
But if you’re a man and you 
object to having a woman 
audit your return, forget it. 
They won’t grant that re- 
quest,” the former auditor 
said. 

“And these. days, there 
are more women than men 
auditors. If you bring all the 
documents you need to back 
up your claim, you will 
probably finish the audit 
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with just one hour-long 
visit. 

“Auditors are ovérwork- 
ed and under pressure from 
supervisors to keep the 
audits flowing. Supervisors 
don’t like to see audits held 
open because they create a 
backload. 

“However, don’t be sur- 
prised if the scope of the 
audit outlined in the letter 
ends up being widened 
because the auditor has 
found something which 
opens up a whole new area 
of inquiry. The audit is not 
limited to the terms of the 
original letter. 

“When you get in the of- 
fice, don’t be chatty. You 
might mention something 
that tips the auditor to a 
new area of examination. 
Never offer more than what 
you are asked,’’ said the ex- 
pert. 

It is entirely possible to 
come out clean, without ow- 
ing any extra money, said 
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the former IRS man. 
However, assume you've 
lost your case before the 
auditor on a trip or some 
other déduction, and you 
are assessed back taxes. 


If you losé after searching 
for those records, you can 
have longer to pay up if you 
ask for a delay. Often, you 
can get it. 
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April 10, 1980 


You have 15 days to come 
up with proof to force a 
roliback of the dis- 
allowance. If not, pay up or 
appeal. 

But don’t try to negotiate 
the amount assessed with 
your auditor. He does not 
have the power to change it. 
You can appeal to the U.S. 
Tax Court and try to work it 
out there.

Ms. Perri is a deputy 
district attorney in San 
Bernardino County. She was 
installed by Justice 
Margaret Morris of the 
Court of Appeal, Fourth 
District, San Bernardino. 

The Inland Counties 
Women.at Law group is not, 
Ms. Perri said, exclusively 
a women’s group. It was 
organized to advance 
women in the law. ‘‘George 
Porter (Ontario lawyer) 
has been supportive of me 
as an attorney.”’

Attorney James Cramer, 
my husband Frank and my 
two children.” 


ICWL also will address its 
purpose to issues of 
particular concern to 
women and to insure full 
participation by women in 
other bar associations and 
professional associations at 
all levels.

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Catholic weekly is rebounding 
from 60s, 70s readership loss

The National Catholic Re- 
porter, born 15 years ago in 
the euphoria surrounding 
Vatican If, boomed to a 
circulation of 100,000 before 
readership plummeted in 
the wake of changing public 
attitudes and staff disa- 
greements. 

Today, under the direc- 
tion of British-born Arthur 
Jones, the rebounding 
weekly is making a bid to 
become the primary source 
of information on the 
American Catholic Church. 

Bob Hoyt, now editor of 
Christianity in Crisis, was 
the founding editor of the 
Reporter. Donald Thorman, 
former managing editor of 
the U.S. Catholic and author 
of several books dealing 
with church lay people, 
including ‘‘Power to the 
People of God,’’ was 
publisher from 1965 until he 
died in 1977. 

Jones, formerly Eur- 
opean bureau chief for 
Forbes magazine and a 
frequent contributor to the 
London Financial Times, 
came to the Reporter in 
1975. 

“T didn’t know anyone 
who had been here before 
and could approach the 
problems with a fresh 
viewpoint,’’ Jones said in an 
interview at the paper’s 
headquarters in Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Reporter Circulation 
started to decline in the late 
60s as public interest in 
social issues dwindled after 
the success of the civil 
rights and anti-war move - 
ments. Differences be- 
tween staff members and 
management on the paper’s 
direction also diminished 
readership. 

“T consider (the paper to 
be) an organ of due process 
in a closed institution. We 
need to deal with injustice 
in the church and the 
church’s role in dealing 
with injustice in the world,” 
said Jones, a pacifist and a
